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FOREWORD 


States  are  involved  in  many  ways  in  the  regulation  of  products  sold  within  their  borders.  In  some  cases, 
the  products  are  regulated  directly  through  state  inspection  and/or  testing  programs.  In  other  cases, 
states  require  manuf ac turer s to  se 1 f -cert i f y , or  to  have  an  approved  private  body  certify,  that  a 
particular  product  meets  state  standards  or  criteria.  This  index  summarizes  an  extensive  body  of 
information  obtained  to  date  concerning  state  regulation  of  specific  products.  Comprehensive  information 
is  maintained  in  a database  in  order  to  respond  to  foreign  and  domestic  inquiries.  That  database  also 
includes  some  details  on  the  methods  states  use  to  accomplish  this  goal. 

Compilation  of  the  database  on  state  regulation  of  products  was  part  of  a continuing  effort  by  the 
National  Bureau  of  Standards  (NBS)  to  develop  and  maintain  current  information  on  certification  and 
related  regulatory  programs  effectively  meeting  its  obligations  under  the  Trade  Agreements  Act  of  1979. 
The  information  can  be  used  by  manufacturers  and  others,  and  may  inform  them  about  additional  information 
available  from  the  NBS  on  this  topic.

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ABSTRACT 


This  index  summarizes  information  contained  in  a database  on  programs  under  which  each  of  the  50  states 
regulates  products  sold  within  its  borders.  It  can  be  used  as  the  basis  for  requesting  additional 
information  contained  in  the  database. 

Development  of  the  database  on  state  regulation  of  products  was  part  of  a continuing  NBS  effort  to 
establish  and  maintain  comprehensive  information  on  standards,  regulations,  certification  programs  and 
related  information.  This  material  has  been  compiled  to  meet  the  needs  of  government,  industry,  and  the 
public  for  information  on  programs  operated  by  state  agencies  to  regulate  products  sold  to  the  public.

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BACKGROUND 


The  General  Agreement  of  Tariffs  and  Trade  (GATT),  signed  by  more  than  80  governments  is  intended  to 
reduce  tariffs,  eliminate  non-tariff  measures,  and  remove  other  trade  obstacles  to  the  free  flow  of 
international  trade.  In  the  round  of  talks  from  1973  until  1979  , referred  to  as  the  Tokyo  Round,  an 
Agreement  on  Technical  Barriers  to  Trade  (also  known  as  the  "Standards  Code")  was  reached  which  recognized 
the  importance  of  standards  and  certification  systems  for  "improving  efficiency  of  production  and 
facilitating  the  conduct  of  international  trade." 

The  Standards  Code  has  now  been  signed  by  37  countries  and  the  European  Community.  The  Trade  Agreements 
Act  of  1979  implemented  the  Standards  Code  in  the  United  States.  Title  IV  of  the  Act  specifies 
obligations  for  the  Federal  Government,  including  responsibilities  for  the  establishment  and  maintenance 
of  a "Standards  Information  Center."  Responsibility  for  the  center  has  been  delegated  by  the  Secretary  of 
Commerce  to  the  NBS  National  Center  for  Standards  and  Certification  Information  (NCSCI).  NCSCI  is 
required  to  serve  as  the  central  national  collection  facility  for  information  relating  to  standards, 
certification  systems,  and  standards-related  activities,  whether  such  standards,  systems,  or  activities 
are  public  or  private,  domestic  or  foreign,  or  international,  regional,  national  or  local. 

The  Statements  of  Administrative  Action  which  ac comp  an ied  the  Act,  interpreted  this  to  mean  that  NCSCI 
would  respond  to  all  reasonable  questions  concerning  standards-related  activities,  including  programs  used 
to  regulate  the  characteristics  of  products  sold  within  any  of  the  50  states. 

The  development  of  this  database  and  the  issuance  of  this  index  is  another  phase  of  the  continuing  efforts 
initiated  by  NCSCI  to  meet  its  responsibilities  under  the  Act. 


SCOPE  AND  CRITERIA 

Information  was  collected  on  state  programs  used  to  regulate  products  sold  within  their  borders.  Neither 
the  regulation  of  products  for  state  procurement  purposes  nor  the  regulation  of  services  by  the  states  was 
included  in  the  scope  of  this  project. 

A program  for  the  regulation  of  products  is  taken  to  mean  programs  which  evaluate  products  against  a 
specified  set  of  standards  or  criteria,  either  for  quality,  safety,  or  some  other  characteristic,  such  as 
size.  The  evaluation  may  be  done  either  by  state  personnel  or  by  parties  recognized  by  the  state  for  this 
purpose,  such  as  nationally  recognized  testing  laboratories. 
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COMPILATION  OF  INFORMATION 


Extensive  efforts  were  made  to  contact  every  department  in  each  state  that  might  be  concerned  with  the 
regulation  of  products  to  be  sold  within  that  state.  To  ensure  accuracy  and  completeness,  each  state  was 
contacted  at  least  twice;  further  efforts  will  be  made  to  update  the  database  periodically  to  reflect  any 
changes  or  newly  available  information.  State  officials  and  other  knowledgeable  individuals  are  invited 
to  supply  supplementary  information  about  programs  to  regulate  products  not  included  in  this  index. 
States  are  also  encouraged  to  advise  us  of  any  program  or  address  changes.

In  the  United  States,  product  quality  and  safety  may  be  assured  by  voluntary  private  sector  programs,  by 
Federal  rules,  or  by  regulations  at  the  state  and  local  levels.  This  index  summarizes  state  regulatory 
programs:  the  titles  of  earlier  compilations  are  listed  on  page  6.  However,  the  massive  volume  of 
information  concerning  products  regulated  by  each  of  the  fifty  States  has  dictated  the  establishment  of  a 
computerized  database,  described  in  this  publication  in  summary  form  only.
